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Residents call for'local 
homes for local people' 


LYME Regis residents are calling for “local 
homes for local people”. 

At last night’s annual meeting of the Lyme Regis Es¬ 
tates Residents’ Association, members were disturbed 
to hear that there is no guarantee that the affordable 
homes being built by the Community Land Trust, near 
the golf club, will be allocated to local people not on 
the existing housing list. 

Association chairman Councillor Cheryl Reynolds 
said it was imperative that more affordable housing 
was provided in Lyme to keep young people in the 
town. 

“If we don’t do something now Lyme will become a 
dormitory for the elderly and infirm,” she told the View 
from Lyme Regis. 

“We are disturbed to learn that the much needed new 
homes being built near the golf club will not necessar- 
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ily go to locally-born youngsters and that they will not 
be offered to those who have little security of tenure in 
rented accommodation because they are deemed to be 
‘adequately’ housed. 

“Private landlords could decide at any time they want 
to sell their properties and wages paid in Lyme are too 
low to secure a mortgage. 

“Renting homes from private landlords, as many do 
in Lyme, gives them absolutely no security. 

“With Lyme one of the most expensive resorts for 
property along the south coast, there is no way young 
couples can afford to buy a property in their home 
town. 

Crucial to give locals first choice 

“The average price of a house in Lyme is said to be 
£375,000, which is ridiculously high, and many young 
couples have to move out of Lyme to get a foot on the 
property ladder. 

“With very few homes now available for rent on the 
town’s former council house estates, it is crucial that 
locals are given first choice when the new homes are 
built. 

“But we are disturbed to hear that this may not be the 
case and that the homes will be open to all those on the 
West Dorset housing register. 

“If this trend continues I can see a time when there 
will be no young couples living in the town.” 

Councillor Reynolds, who formed the association last

year to give estate residents a greater say in the running 
of the town, has already discussed the situation with 
the Community Land Trust and is being supported by 
her brother, county and district councillor Daryl Turner, 
in campaigning for the town’s young couples. 

Mrs Reynolds continued: “I understand that Marsh- 
wood and Charmouth succeeded in getting new homes 
allocated to youngsters from their villages and we need 
to campaign hard to make sure this happens in Lyme 
as well.” 

The association agreed to seek assurances from the 
Community Land Trust and West Dorset Council that 
when it comes to allocating new affordable homes in 
Lyme, locally-born youngsters will be given first 
choice.

CATHY Harvey is the co-ordinator of Bridporfs 
Allington Hill Volunteer Group, affectionately 
known as the Allington ^Hillbillies", and has 
lived in the area for most of her life. 

She works in retail and is married to Jon, who 
worked as a member of the local police team 
before retiring. 

Cathy became involved in the "Hillbillies" 
group soon after it was formed in 2011 and has 
been part of the committee ever since. 

Over the last four years, Cathy has worked 
tirelessly alongside a dedicated team of volun¬ 
teers to improve the state of Allington Hill and 
Cooper"s Wood, two of Bridport"s best-loved 
green spaces. 


• HOW long have you lived in the area? 

I HAVE lived in the area for about 30 years, moving to 
North Allington 22 years ago. I'm happily married to 
Jon who was the local bobby until he retired. I've 
worked in retail all my working life - and I'm very much 
a people person, so it suits me down to the ground, ex¬ 
cept that I'm stuck indoors! 

• HOW did the"HillbilMes"group 
get off the ground? 

THE Allington Hill Volunteer Group was started by the 
Woodland Trust in January 2011 with the first working 
party laying a hedge. 

The state of the hedge had bothered me for ages and 
I had moaned about it every time I walked past, so felt 
duty bound to go along. 

They held a meeting several months later and I of¬ 
fered to do a bi-monthly newsletter - I think I'm just 
about to send out number 26! To raise funds for the 
hill we had to form a committee. 

Many were willing to sit on the committee but none 
would take on the role of chair. It seemed I had no 
choice and reluctantly took on the role. 

We have a great team, with a broad base of talents, 
including keeping me under control! I often get told 
to stop thinking. 

Since then, Allington Parish Council has taken over 
the lease on part of the area known as Cooper's Wood 
and Field. 

The community has really got involved in all the 
events that take place. They are often community-led 
and we involve local people whenever we can. 

• WHAT was it that drew you to the group? 

THERE were two reasons why I joined the group. Ex¬ 
cept for the local shop. North Allington has no com¬ 
munity facilities, such as a hall or school, that can bring 
people together. 

I was brought up in a small village and lived next to 
the village hall. One of my lasting memories was the 
year that we were snowed in and the village lost its 
electricity. 

My Dad visited everyone in the village and told them 
to go to the village hall where he had lit the log burner. 
They brought food with them and my Mum cooked a 
massive meal on our Rayburn. 

Everyone stayed warm and was well fed - it turned 
out to be quite a party too! 


I felt we needed a community focal point and this 
was it. 

Secondly, the Woodland Trust still used chemicals on 
the hill to control ragwort and nettles. We now do this 
by hand and work closely with the trust to make sure 
this is a chemical-free zone. 

• WHAT is the next event or 
project for the Allington Hillbillies? 

LAST year we applied for grants for the community 
area. Cooper's Wood and Field. A First World War me¬ 
morial bench is being made by Stan Toombs from solid 
oak, and this will be installed and trees planted nearby, 
supplied by the Woodland Trust. We also have grant 
money to improve the access to the hill for all the com¬ 
munity. We are working every Sunday morning - 
weather permitting - to restore the boundary line in 
Cooper's Field. 

• WHAT inspires you most? 

I GET my inspiration from my mum and dad.The older 
I get the more I realise how much they have shaped 
my life. I'm a farmer's daughter, even though my dad 
gave it up in the 1970s. 

He was a traditional farmer and hated what we were 
doing to our countryside with all the pesticides and 
chemicals. 

He said we were killing the countryside. He has been 
proved right and I'm now trying to do my bit, in a very 
small way, to restore the damage. 

Another inspiration of mine, and someone who 
many people may remember, was Memeikia Jellicoe - 
an inspirational lady who I will never forget. She was a 
lovely lady who I started gardening for. She had taught 
in South Africa and traveled widely. 

She told me about her adventures and the people 
that she had met, and always said that language is no 
barrier. If you really want to do something, you will 
make it happen. 

• DO you have any ambitions in life? 

MY hope is that one day I will be able to afford to 
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travel. Other cultures fascinate me. I have been to 
China and the raw culture there that has not been 
westernised or made a tourist attraction was so varied. 
They are desperately trying to hold on to the many var¬ 
ied cultures and religions within the country. 

I would also love to learn to play a musical instru¬ 
ment, but I can't even clap to a rhythm. I often wish I 
could play the guitar, but it would be beyond me. 

• DO you take part in any other community or¬ 
ganisations or groups? 

UNFORTUNATELY I find ljust don't have enough hours 
in the day!

excess of £150,000, to 
construct a new road 
onto the beach for the 
11 chalets destroyed by 
a serious landslide early 
last year and other work 
to stabilise the area. 

The council has re¬ 
fused to reveal the 
exact cost of the work, having awarded the con¬ 
tract, because it is "commercially sensitive". 

A few days after the decision was taken to pro¬ 
ceed with the work, large cracks appeared in the 
Crows Nest area on Ware Cliffs and there was an¬ 
other large mudslide onto Monmouth Beach, 
one of the favourite areas for fossil hunters. 

District and county councillor Daryl Turner (pic¬ 
tured) has been monitoring the stability prob¬ 
lems at Monmouth Beach on an almost daily 
basis and is concerned that the situation is dete¬ 
riorating. 

Councillor Turner was interviewed on BBC 
Spotlight last week when he expressed concern 
for the safety of people using Monmouth Beach. 

At the special town council meeting on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach it was agreed that each of the 11 
chalet owners should pay a one-off payment of 
£4,000 upfront to meet the cost of the new road 
(£43,000). 

If the chalet owners transferred their site in the 
first year they would have to return 80 per cent 
of the value of the asset to the town council. This 
would reduce on a sliding scale to 20 per cent of 
the full open market value of the asset at the end 
of year ten. 

Rent for each of the chalet sites would be 
charged out at £8.50 per square foot to include 
the mezzanine level and given a parking permit 
for £350 per annum.

Robin Page's CRT seeks farm in Dorset 



ON THURSDAY, January 8th, the Countryside 
Restoration Trust (CRT) launched its Gordon Ben- 
ingfield Dorset farm appeal. 

The CRT is a farming and conservation charity 
which aims to protect and restore Britain’s coun¬ 
tryside with wildlife-friendly and commercially vi¬ 
able agriculture. It was started by Robin Page, 
Gordon Beningfield, Sir Laurens van der Post and 
friends 21 years ago. 

It was the wish of the late Gordon Beningfield 
that the CRT should have a wildlife friendly farm 
in Dorset. Gordon was an outstanding artist, con¬ 
servationist and countryman. Now the CRT wishes 
to turn Gordon’s dream into a reality by searching 
for a farm in Dorset and needs to raise at least £1 
million over the next two years. 

Over 100 people gathered to hear Robin Page, 
chairman of the CRT, at the museum in Dorchester 
officially launch an appeal to raise the money to 
buy a farm locally. 

Robin discussed the history of the trust, his close 
friend Gordon Beningfield and the plans for the 
future. The CRT has to identify a suitable farm be¬ 
fore fundraising can start in earnest; Robin was en¬ 
couraging people to help with this too. 

Betty Beningfield, Gordon’s widow, attended as 
a patron of the appeal. Also attending the event 
were ‘Friends’ and supporters of the CRT and 
other invited guests. 


Robin Page told the View from after the meeting: 
“I was delighted so many people turned out to hear 
what we have planned for Dorset. Everyone in the 
room seemed pleased to hear our news and were 
offering to help our search for a farm.”

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Council give thumbs up to affordable homes 


TOWN councillors have supported a 
planning application for a new af¬ 
fordable housing development on the 
outskirts of Lyme Regis. 

The council’s Planning & High¬ 
ways Committee last week recom¬ 
mended approval of Lyme Regis 
Community Land Trust’s outline 
planning application for 15 afford¬ 
able homes for rent on land between 
the A3052 and Timber Hill, adjacent 
to the town’s golf club and park and 
ride field. 

The proposed houses would be a 
mixture of one, two and three-bed- 
room houses “influenced by the ver¬ 
nacular of Lyme Regis and 


surrounding areas”, each with two 
car parking spaces. Access to the site 
would be via Timber Hill, opposite 
the golf club and pedestrian access 
would also be created onto the 
A3052. 

Committee members noted that 
landscaping was prioritised as the 
site was in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and outside the usual 
development boundary of the town. 

Members also picked up on envi¬ 
ronmental issues, such as the protec¬ 
tion of bats and dormice, which was 
recognised in the application. 

They felt that the provisional layout 
and house designs appeared to be at-

tractive but recorded their concern with the plan¬ 
ning authority. West Dorset District Council, that 
drainage issues will need to be carefully addressed 
in the final design. 

Councillor Anita Williams, chairman of the Plan¬ 
ning & Highways Committee, said: “The commit¬ 
tee was happy to support the application for outline 
planning consent by Yarlington Housing in respect 
of the site identified for affordable, rental housing, 
by the Lyme Regis Community Land Trust. 

“The committee was of the view that the provi¬ 
sion of affordable housing would be of benefit to 
the town. There was discussion regarding drainage 
with particular regard to storm water given the to¬ 
pography of the area and the existing problems 
with water run off and the Committee has asked 
WDDC to take note of the Committee's concern in 
this regard. 

“This is an outline application and further details 
relating to the site will be the subject of further ap¬ 
plications to deal with reserved matters.” 

Should this outline application be approved, the 
Community Land Trust and its chosen housing as¬ 
sociation, Somerset-based Yarlington Housing 
Group, will then have to complete and submit the 
detailed design under reserved matters, for the dis¬ 
trict’s further consideration before final approval 
can be granted. 

Community Land Trust chairman Denis Yell, 
commented that whilst the trust and Yarlington 
were very pleased with progress to date, there was 
a lot of work still to be done before the project can 
be implemented. 

Members of the project team, including the trust, 
Yarlington Housing group and architects Boon

Brown, will now continue with de¬ 
veloping the detailed design, and also 
with finalising the allocations policy. 

A drop-in session for interested 
members of the public will be held at 
the Woodmead Halls on Monday, 
February 2nd from 4pm to 8pm, 
when members of the team will be 
available to answer queries, to de¬ 
scribe the preliminary proposals as

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B Sharp raise the rafters of Exeter Cathedral 


THERE was barely a dry eye in the house as 
the young voices of the B Sharp Vocal Col¬ 
lective rang out and raised the rafters of 
Exeter Cathedral last week. 

The Beer Quarry Caves Concert was the 
culmination of a year of musical discovery 
that has seen children and young people 
from across the region working with music 
professionals to produce new music and 
songs inspired by the caves. 

The B Sharp Vocal Collective filled the 
second half of the concert last Tuesday 
and followed a selection of stories, film, 
songs and poems organised by the 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis that re¬ 
lated to the historic caves at Beer, where 
stone has been quarried for 2,000 years 
and has been used to build Exeter and St 
Paul's cathedrals, parts of Westminster 
Abbey, the Tower of London and Windsor 
Castle. 

Underthe direction of composer John K. 
Miles, the B Sharp Vocal Collective, made 
up of young singers from local primary 
schools - St Michael's in Lyme Regis, and 
Mrs Ethelston's in Uplyme and St Mary's in 
Bridport - and the Woodroffe School, 
along with a core group of soloists, were 
in stunning form, delivering formidable 
performances that brought a lump to the 
throats of parents and teachers alike. 

Not only was the singing incomparably 
powerful, the fact that all the ideas, lyrics 
and melodies came from the young peo¬ 
ple themselves is a lasting testament to 
their creativity, ambition and talent. 

The band - Deborah Jordan (vocals), 
Winston Clifford (drums), Dave Manington 
(bass) and Jack Ross (guitar) - was joined 
by mentors from Lyme-based music char¬ 
ity B Sharp, Chloe Stratta and Jacques Ver- 
haeren, who led the core vocalists in a 
series of highly polished, extremely profes¬ 
sional performances. 


CONCERT REVIEW 

B Sharp Vocal Collective 
at Exeter Cathedral 


Around 160 children followed by their 
parents, invited guests and members of 
the public arrived in 13 free coaches laid 
on from rural locations all over West 
Dorset and East Devon, and as an audi¬ 
ence of more than 500 looked on, the con¬ 
cert provide a fitting finale to the project, 
yet another wonderful B Sharp music proj¬ 
ect that has engaged and enhanced the 
lives of young people throughout the re¬ 
gion. 

"It's not every day that so many children 
and young people from all backgrounds in 
the rural hinterlands of the South West get 
an opportunity to work together on such 
a large scale project with professional mu¬ 
sicians at to perform in such a prestigious 
venue,"said B Sharp director Fran Williams. 

"Singing didn't always grab the young 
people at first, but once the project was 
underway everyone was fully signed up to 
it and nothing was going to dampen the 
spirit and commitment. 

"They will remember this experience for¬ 
ever, it is a remarkable achievement by 
everyone concerned and the feedback we 
have collated consistently demonstrates 
the value and high levels of understanding 
and appreciation that the experience has 
meant to them." 

Flora Jamieson, whose daughter Nelly 
goes to St Mary's Bridport, praised every¬ 
one who took part - not only in the final 
concert in Exeter, but also at previous 
shows in Bridport and Lyme Regis. 

"From writing the songs, rehearsing and 
meeting children from other schools, to 


performing in three great venues, Nelly 
has grown in confidence and learnt new 
skills that would not otherwise have been 
available to her,"she said. 

Composer and music leader John K. 
Miles added: "Awesome, committed per¬ 
formances, it was a stunning culmination 
to another wonderful B Sharp project." 

He went on to thank percussionist Adri¬ 
ano Adewale who had played in the first 
performance in September and Marsh- 
wood Primary School, which also took 
part, as well as the technical crew and the 
charity's board for its fundraising and sup¬ 
port. 

B Sharp's dynamic, creative singing proj¬ 
ect, funded by Youth Music and West 
Dorset District Council, was designed to 
raise levels of aspiration in young people 
through group singing, and solo singer 
Phoebe Hill is not the only one whose fu¬ 
ture ambitions have been boosted as a re¬ 
sult. 

She said: "I have absorbed so much inspi¬ 
ration and motivation from B Sharp, which 
will give me the drive to realise my ambi¬ 
tion and not give up. 

"My dream would to be involved in the 
music industry - producing, performing 
and making music which I know is a very 
competitive job, but I won't let that put me 
off." 

B Sharp runs a varied programme of 
music, singing and young music leader¬ 
ship, with weekly music-making sessions 
at The Hub youth club in Lyme Regis, 
where children and young people can ex¬ 
plore and develop their music skills. It has 
a very clear inclusion policy and runs a 
bursary scheme so that nobody is ex¬ 
cluded on grounds of hardship.

Report potholes to council 


DORSET county council is encouraging residents 
to report potholes and other road defects directly 
to the council via its website. 

Councillor Peter Finney, the county council’s 
cabinet member for environment and economy, 
said: “By reporting damaged roads to us directly 
we can start the process of scheduling their repair 
without delay. 

“Local residents can input details on the website 
or call in. This information goes straight into our 
system and we can start prioritising the work.” 

Last year the county council repaired 12,000 pot¬ 
holes. Each pothole is ranked for repair. This rank¬ 
ing is based on the level of risk to road users - its 


location, size, depth and the sort of road on which 
it occurs. Repairs are scheduled between 32 hours, 
for the highest risk, and 28 days for minor risk. 
The majority of all potholes are repaired within 28 
days. 

The county council has received an extra £9mil- 
lion to help repair storm-ravaged roads from last 
winter. This money was used to resurface damaged 
roads and complete a grip and ditch clearing pro¬ 
gramme to help prevent future flooding.

O N BOXING Day 
2004, an earth¬ 
quake measuring 
9.1 to 9.3 on the Richter 
Scale (the third most 
powerful recorded) took 
place in the Indian ocean 
off the coast of the island 
of Sumatra, Indonesia. 

It generated a series of dev¬ 
astating tsunamis that trav¬ 
elled at speeds of 500 miles 
an hour and created tidal 
waves up to 100 feet high 
that struck the coastal areas 
of 14 countries. 

It was one of the deadliest 
natural disasters in recorded 
history and killed 230,000 
people - Indonesia was the 
hardest hit followed by Sri 
Lanka, India, and Thailand. 

Millions more were dis¬ 
placed and the number who 
died from drinking unsafe 
water is unknown. 

In the following days the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood 
Bridge, co-ordinating hu¬ 
manitarian aid response in 
the form of ‘Aquaboxes’, ap¬ 
pealed for support. 

The local appeal provided 
sufficient funding and dona¬ 
tions in kind for 1,940 boxes 
and a further 1,260 boxes 
were provided by other Ro¬ 
tary Clubs in the district. 
Their aid went to Sri Lanka, 
India and Indonesia. 

A review of ‘Operation 


Aquabox’ resulted in a series 
of improvements aimed at 
streamlining the process and 
led to the establishment of 
the Rotary’s Water Survival 
Box charity in the summer of 
2006. 

The project continues to be 
managed by senior members 
of the Rotary Club of Chel¬ 
wood Bridge and the £1.3 
million donated so far has 
been used to respond to 39 
disasters in some 25 different 
countries during the past 


nine years. In order that the 
charity can continue to re¬ 
spond at the same level to fu¬ 
ture disasters they need 
sustained funding in the 
order of £150,000 to 
£200,000 each year. 

The standard box contain¬ 
ing a water-purification kit 
and other essential survival 
items costs £150.

■ IT would appear that a majority of the current mem¬ 
bers of Lyme Regis Town Council favour moving Lyme 
Regis Bowling Club to the Strawberry Field ground. 

They may well have been seduced by tales of a large 
sum of money being generated by some more chalets 
and another large patch of tarmac. 

Should this happen, it would sound the death knell of 
the bowling club that has been a fixture of the Mon¬ 
mouth Beach for approaching 80 years.

■ WFIAT possible reason can Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil have for not releasing to the press the amount they 
are spending on Monmouth Beach after the contract 
has been awarded? 

This is public money after all and there are many 
people in Lyme who are concerned about how much 
Monmouth Beach is costing the town for the benefit 
of a few. 

When the work is completed an invoice will be sub¬ 
mitted to the council and that amount will appear in 
the council's accounts, which are published on a 
monthly basis. 

I understand the total cost is more than the council 
is spending on the skatepark (£150,000). Perhaps the 
expenditure is necessary to protect that part of Lyme. 
If so, surely the ratepayers should be told. 

I thinkthe council are taking a big gamble on going 
for more chalets in view of the continuing land 
movement on Ware Cliffs. I understand the council 
was told that there had been no significant move¬ 
ment in recent times. I suggest one or two of them 
go up onto Ware Cliff and take a look for themselves. 

I think it would have been more beneficial to the 
town as a whole, and certainly more safer, to have put 
more beach huts on the beach rather than chalets. 

As for the rumours that some councillors are in 
favour of moving the bowling club to the Strawberry 
Field, that beggars belief. But I don't think the bowl¬ 
ing club need worry unnecessarily - the cost of doing 
so would be far beyond Lyme Regis Town Council and 
they way they are going by the time such a project 
became a reality the town will probably be bankrupt!

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Bridport Pantomime Players celebrate 
50 years with Cinderella production 


FIFTY years of pantomime. What a very different town 
Bridport was back in the late 50s and early 60s. There 
was a railway station in St. Andrew's Road, a bus sta¬ 
tion in West Bay Road and the taxi rank was in Bucky- 
Do Square! There were three 'departmental' shops, 
Elmes, Braileys and the Co-op and all three used to sell 
out of knicker elastic, sequins and white ankle socks 
during pantomime week! There was no by-pass, not a 
supermarket insight, and West Bay had yet to be dis¬ 
covered! Petrol cost 5/- a gallon (25p) and a postage 
stamp 4d (old money). 

At this time, Bernard Gale had started a dancing 
school in the town and was producing children's pan¬ 
tomimes in the Church Flouse which were very suc¬ 
cessful and popular. This encouraged him to have 
'grown-ups' in them as well, and so the Bridport Pan¬ 
tomime Players were established, and the first two 
shows performed in the Church Flouse were a sell-out. 


The big decision then was whether or not to move to 
The Palace Cinema, whether the move was affordable 
or too much of a risk. After much discussion, numerous 
jumble sales, coffee mornings and general fund raising 
the big step was taken and in January 1968 Red Riding 
Hood took to the stage at The Palace, and pantomimes 
were there every year until 1999. 

But all good things come to an end and during that 
year The Palace unexpectedly closed its doors. Deter¬ 
mined to carry on with pantomime, Bernard and the 
Players went ahead and for the next seven years the 
shows were staged on a much smaller stage at The 
Lyric and these too were very successful. Sadly Bernard 
died and The Lyric had to be sold, but much to every¬ 
one's relief, Peter Flitchins purchased The Palace and so 
the pantomimes went back there in 2007 with Cin¬ 
derella. 

Throughout all the fifty years of pantomime so many

Dr Felicity Liggins to give talk in Dorchester 


IN THE UK, the winter of 2013/14 was truly 
record-breaking. During a lecture at Dorset 
County Museum on February 11th, Dr Felicity 
Liggins of the Meteorological Office talks about 
the possible causes of this exceptional weather 
and discusses whether climate change could at 
least be partly to blame. 

The series of winter storms in 2013 was excep¬ 
tional in its duration and led to the wettest De¬ 
cember to January period since records began. 
Heavy rains, strong winds and high waves led to 
widespread flooding and coastal damage caus¬ 
ing significant disruption to 
individuals, businesses and 
infrastructure. But the UK 
wasn't alone in experiencing 
extreme weather. It also coin¬ 
cided with exceptionally cold 
weather in Canada and the 
USA and enhanced rainfall 
over Indonesia. 

Felicity Liggins is a senior cli¬ 
mate consultant bringing in¬ 
terpretation of climate 
science to a range of cus¬ 
tomers including the oil and 
gas industries and local gov¬ 
ernment. She helps organisa¬ 
tions identify the challenges 
and opportunities climate 
change could bring both in 
the UKand around the world, 
providing the confidence to 
make appropriate decisions.

Cracks Appear In Tyre Safety Drive 


MOTORISTS are being encouraged to in¬ 
crease the frequency of their tyre pres¬ 
sure checks in a bid to identify and 
prevent potentially dangerous tyre fail¬ 
ures resulting from pothole-damaged 
wheel rims. 

The advice has been issued byTyreSafe 
following feedback from its tyre retail 
members that there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the number of cus¬ 
tomers who believe that one of their 
tyres has a slow puncture. However, 
upon subsequent investigation, many 
instances of pressure loss are found to 
be as a result of air escaping from 
cracked wheel rims that have been dam¬ 
aged by driving over potholes. 

"It's essential that your car's tyres are 
always properly inflated to the correct 
levels," explains Stuart Jackson, chair¬ 
man, TyreSafe. "If tyres are run below 


their recommended pressures, they are 
much more likely to suffer a rapid failure, 
and very often this happens after pro¬ 
longed periods of high speed running, 
where the consequences can be cata¬ 
strophic." 

By checking tyre pressures at least 
once a week, drivers will be much more 
likely to spot any gradual loss of pressure 
and have this investigated by a qualified 
tyre professional. 

When tyres are run below their recom¬ 
mended pressures, they can overheat 
which can eventually lead to a rapid de¬ 
flation, endangering the safety of the 
driver, their passengers and other road 
users. Furthermore, driving on under-in¬ 
flated tyres leads to increased tyre wear 
and higher fuel bills adding unnecessary 
expense to your motoring costs. 

"If you do have the misfortune of hit¬ 


ting a pothole or notice that your tyres 
are showing signs of pressure loss, you 
should visit your local tyre fitting centre 
at the earliest opportunity so they can 
check that both your tyres and wheel 
rims are in a safe and serviceable condi¬ 
tion," concludes Jackson.
